Public school education has ccm e to be 
increa sinsly a m a tter of priorities. 
This 
has resulted from the obvious fact tha t 
there is only so much tim e in the school 
day, coupled with the pressures exerted for 
instruction in this or that subject.

The visit o f K hrushchev to the United States 
is impo rtant and sensatio nal o nly because the 
United States and So viet Russia w ere o n the 
brink o f the mo st devastating w ar in hum an his­ 
to ry. Bo th natio ns do no t want a war. Bo th n a ­ 
tio ns are afraid o f the co nsequenees o f war. 
N either natio n has a fo rmula fo r preventing a 
w ar fro m taking place. 
It is o bvio us that Nikita Khrushchev no t o nly 
had no understanding o f the United S tate s ami 
the peculiarities o f th e American w ay o f life, but 
that he underestimated American strength and 
the unique system o f go vernment that is o urs 
which do es no t m ake a distinctio n between go v. 
ernment and peo ple. P erhaps even in the sho rt 
perio d that he has been in this co untry, he has 
co me to have a better appreciatio n o f w hat tin 
United States is. Certainly Henry Cabo t Lo dge, 
who m Khrushchev calls "Capitalist,” must have 
do ne an excellent jo b o f clarificatio n during the 
lo ng perio ds o f time that they spent to gether. 
On the o ther hand, o n the brink o f a w ar 
which Americans do no t w ant and which mo st 
Americans believed K hrushchev did w ant, Ameri­ 
can relatio nships with So viet Russia were no t 
ratio nal. We either blo w to o ho t o r to o co ld. We 
try to co nvert the Russians to w h at we call de­ 
mo cracy and which they regard as mo no po listic 
capitalism. Having faded in the Co ld War. m a m 
Americans cam e to believe that we co uld win the 
Russian peo ple to th e American side by a display 
o f co nsum ers’ go o ds, which is histo rically inco r­ 
rect. 
We need to ask o urselves why Khrushchev 
cho se this particular m o m ent to cut the Go rdian 
kno t. Actually, he has been begging fo r an invi­ 
tatio n to co me to this co untry since he acceded to 
(xnvo r. The invitatio n was no * fo rthco ming fo r 
m any go o d and had reaso ns. Befo re the Nixo n 
visit to Mo sco w, the decisio n was m ade to invite 
him. In tact, it co uld no t have been o therwise 
af te r the visits o f Miko yan and Ko zlo v; the insult 
wo uld have been to o po inted. 
One o f the results o f the visit will undo ubt- 
be that many co nferences will take place 
belo re th ere is a war.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A third 
belt of intense radiation around 
the earth has been discovered by 
America's paddle wheel satellite. 
It adds a potentially dangerous 
new hurdle for any future space 
I traveler. 
The new radiation belt is closer 
to the earth than the two pre­ 
viously discovered Van Allen belts 
and it is not as thick. 
“ You wouldn’t want to orbit a 
satellite at that altitude, and if 
you did it would get pretty con­ 
taminated,’' said Dr. John Simp­ 
son, University of (Yiicago physi­ 
cist. 
But sin 'o the third belt is only 
310 miles thick, he added, it would 
mean “ just a flick of the meter’’ 
as a space vehicle shot through 
it. It starts 1,000 miles above the 
earth. 
The outermost Van Allen belt— 
they are named for their discov­ 
erer, Dr. James Van Allen of the 
University of Iowa—extends from 
8.000 miles to 12,000 m iles ab>vo 
the earth
